FALL 2022: A draft environmental
assessment (EA) document that
highlights options and
alternatives will be issued for
public comment.

EARLY 2023: A final decision
notice will be issued.

Just over half of the respondents (693) 1% Did not respond (13)
indicated a preference for the park offeringa  Enhanced (157

were in favor of the Core level which is

defined as a site that provides a moderate

amenity and service level.

* Rustic parks are defined as parks that attract visitors who expect a self-directed experience with
limited developed amenities.

* Core parks are defined as parks that provide moderate amenity and service levels.

* Enhanced parks are defined as parks that have a high amenity level and offer several options for
enhanced visitor experiences.

* Natural parks are defined as parks that connect visitors with nature in ways that may cause them to learn, reflect,
and appreciate. Such experiences may provide the opportunity for solitary reflection in the presence of Montana’s
scenic beauty, or they may engage the visitor with others as they explore natural processes related to exceptional
geologic, wildlife, botanical, paleontological, riparian and riverine environments.

» Heritage parks are defined as parks that invite reflection on the past by revealing the stories of Montana’s cultures
and histories in the very places where they occurred. Heritage parks provide opportunities to view, explore, or learn
about the cultural and historic features unique to the site.

* Recreation parks are defined as parks that encourage play in adult and child alike through a variety of options for
outdoor activity. A park may provide a specific type of outdoor recreation — e.g., fishing, camping, hiking, boating —
or a mix of diverse outdoor opportunities ranging from active to passive and from solitary to social in nature.



BASE FEATURES FOR THE PARK

To safely manage and operate the park there are things we should have. This includes:

A parking lot and entrance gate.

An entry/work/fee station that will serve as a visitor contact and administrative
hub near the park entrance.

A host site with utilities.

Flush restrooms, which are more economically and ecologically friendly.

Access to potable water.

Universally accessible trails that provide connectivity throughout the park and
with nearby trail systems.

Interpretive opportunities, accomplished through a mix of programing, signage,
and/or other delivery methods.

Picnic areas (location(s) and size(s) to be determined).

A hand launch boat ramp (i.e., a ramp that does not offer trailer capacity. Boats
must be hand-carried to the water.)

Park boundary delineation/screening along roadways to direct traffic to
developed entrances.



GUIDING PRINCIPLES FOR PLANNING

* We strongly believe in promoting recreational opportunity and access for individuals
of all abilities and ages.

* Public safety (and that of our staff) is a priority concern - we need to consider
important factors such as traffic flow, co-location of amenities, minimizing visitor
conflict, and other key issues in all that we do.

* Natural resource management is also one of FWP's core responsibilities. It is our duty
to protect and preserve the site, and to consider ramifications for fish, wildlife, and
their habitat as we contemplate human use.

* Similarly, we have a duty to protect cultural, historic, and heritage resources.

 We are committed to serving as good neighbors to adjacent landowners.

* We need to consider current and future maintenance and operational issues with

whatever amenity we add. Additionally, staffing levels and resource capacity are all
critical factors in our planning decisions.



As we think about plans at Somers Beach, we must also g

remember:

USFWS Flathead Lake Waterfowl Protection Area

* The park is adjacent to the USFWS Flathead Lake
Waterfowl Protection Area.

* As such there are some periods of the year during
which there are nesting closures.

BNSF inholdings

* There are two BNSF inholdings within the park that
are not available for public use.

* These inholdings are a designated Superfund site,
and extensive remediation has been conducted by
BNSF to contain underground contaminants.

* It will be important to not disturb the remediation
or contaminants.




ORGANIZING SURVEY RESPONSES

Incorporating Public Input into Initial
Ideas for the Park

In order to pull together some initial site
plan ideas, we generated a list of the
amenities that attracted the most interest
in our scoping survey, and organized them
into three areas:

A. Overnight Accommodations

B. Land-Based Day Use Areas

C. Water-based Day Use Areas

We are not locked into having any of these.
By contrast, we are open to additional ideas
so long as they are within the “rustic” or
“core” setting and aligned with attributes of
”natural” or “"recreation” experiences.

Scoping Survey Results

Respondents were offered the chance to rank their responses on a scale from 1-5
regarding things they did not want (1), could have (3), and must have (5).

* 61% of respondents who indicated that the site being day use only was a “must have’

)

however there was a small percentage of respondents open to the idea.

* 55% of respondents indicated that allowing camping was a “do not want” however,
here again, there were some mixed feelings about this.

e Of those that were interested in overnight accommodations, the majority suggested
an interest in tent camping or a combination of tents with other options.

TOPIC #1: OVERNIGHT ACCOMMODATIONS

Open House Feedback

23% of participants were in favor of keeping the site day use only.

77% of participants were in favor of allowing overnight accommodations.
Natural/rustic tent sites and hike in/bike in sites were the most popular selections.

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If we do move forward with overnight
accommodations, there are two possible
locations in the park where this could
occur.

Again, FWP has not made a decision
about overnight accommodations. This
is just a starting point.

We would also need to later think about
the co-location of parking, restrooms,
and even how we might design trails and
other amenities.

TOPIC #4: TRAILS AND

INTERPRETIVE APPROACHES

There are a few considerations when thinking about trails and interpretive approaches:

 We need to plan around areas of the park
that could provide challenges, such as
flood-prone areas and wetlands.

 We will be developing a trail system that
will be universally accessible. It will offer
connection to park amenities and services,
provide wildlife viewing opportunities, and
access to existing or future nearby trail
systems.

* In the future we will be developing a park
interpretive plan to help guide the use of
programming, signs, and educational
opportunities.

A key outcome of our process is to construct a long-term vision and development plan for
the site that accomplishes the following goals:

* Provides a good cross-section of community values and desires as they relate to the
development of Somers Beach State Park.

» I|dentifies desired park settings and a level of services, amenities, and development that
are consistent with the state park classification policy.

* Establishes clear guidance for the protection and management of important natural,
cultural, recreational and scenic resources, consistent with FWP's mission.

« Recommends educational or interpretive approaches that will help to broaden visitor's
knowledge and appreciation of the area.

* Promotes access for all visitors and provides for their safety and wellness.

* Provides a basis for decisions related to agency operations, capital outlays, and staffing
levels.
